In spite of all of our hard 
work, of beginning an annual, printing the news- 
paper and writing autobiographies, we have had our 
good times, Jr.-Sr. banquet, senior parties, and 
athletics. 

As we disembark for the last time having ended 
the voyage over the Sea of Education, some of us 
plan to begin a harder voyage on the Ocean of Edu- 
cation, college, while the others will pursue a 
career. As we leave the port and lay anchor at 
High School Graduation, we are determined in 
whatever we do to uphold our motto, "quality not 
quantity."
